Treating Stomach Ulcers 
By HERMAN N. B(/NT) 15EN. MD. 


THE stomach is an extraordi 
nary organ, lined with a mucous 
membrane made up of a layer of 
cells about I /700th of an inch thick, 
which dips and folds into deep 
pita and fissures. It is in these fis­ 
sures that the stomach’s 25,000,000 
glands are located. These glands 
are, in effect, chemical factories 
which make hydrochloric acid, pep­ 
sin, and other juices necessary tc 


alkaline powders. The milk and 
cream may hav. mi Hernia, vitamins, 
proteins, and sugar concentrates 
added to it. 
The patient should remain in bed 
for about thr e weeks, assuming 
that there art* no complications, 
such as severe bleeding from the 
ulcer. 
Alkaline Substance* 
A large number of alkaline sub­ 
stances, such as baking soda, mag- 
the stomach's chief task, which is n«*ium oxide, and calcium carbon­ 
ate have been employed in treating 
ulcers. Magnesium trisilicate seems 
to be more beneficial in getting rid 
of the acid for a longer period of 
time than these other substances.

WASHINGTON, Jan . 31—T h e 
United States is in a r a te today 
to develop supersonic planes and 
m issiles of the future u ’hieh can 
c a rry atom ic bomb loads at a 
speed of 5,000 miles an hour 200 
miles o b o \e the earth 
This w as disclosed by a panel 
of ex p erts of the national advis­ 
ory co m m ittee for aeronautics in 
testim ony before the house ap­ 
propriations subcom m ittee 
f o r 
independent offices. 
Ira H 
Abbott, chiel of the 
aerodynamic* division, predict­ 
ed the stratospheric 
heights 
and supersonic speeds which 
airplanes will ultimately tra­ 
vel, He said 
“ The high speed long- range 
airplanes and m issiles of t h e 
future will reach speeds on the 
order of 5.000 miles per hour 
and altitudes of at l e a s t 200 
miles 
The G erm an Y-2 miliile 
has already attained a speed of 
.3,500 mil >s per hour and an alti- 
tudf of about TO miles. 
“ Serious study of the f< alibili­ 
ty* of such a ir n aft indicates no 
insuperable obstacles to t h e i r 
successful design although we do 
not now possess sufficient funda­ 
m en tal inform ation.”
